LEMP GRANDCHILD 
LOSES FlGnT FOR 
“SHARE IN ESTATE 


Daughter of Frederick J. Lemp 
Sought $1,250,000 as One- 
Eighth of Total. 


WILL APPEAL THE CASE 





Contention Is That Her Father’s 
Rights Were Not Sold to 
Grandmother. 





The suit of Marian Lemp, 11 years old, 
for one-eighth of the $10,000,000 estate cf 
her grandfather, the late William J. 


Lemp, brewer, was decided against her 
Saturday by Circuit Judge Hitchcock 
The Court sustained a demurrer to the 
suit interposed by the defendants. Coun- 
sel for the granddaughter, announced 
that an appeal woulda be taken to the 
Supreme Court, 

Marian Lemp, as the daughter of the 
late Frederick W. Lemp, a son of the 
brewer, claimed to be entitled to her 
parent’s interest in his father’s estate. 
The suit was filed a year ago. Her 
mother, Mrs. Irene Lemp-Langan, widow 
of Leon B. Langan of 4330 McPherson 
avenue, appeared for her daughter aa 
“next friend” in the case. 

It was set forth in the petition that 
Mrs. Julia Lemp, the brewer’s widow, 
to whom he had bequeathed his en- 
tire estate, cut off the granddaughter in 
her will on the claim that she had pur- 
chased from the plaintiff and her mother 
their interest in Brewer Lemp’s estata. 
The petition alleged that the property 
purchased was the separate property of 
the mother and daughter, having been 
inherited from the estate of Frederick 
‘Lemp, and was no part of the esta‘e 
of the latter’s father. 

Counsel for plaintiff, in their ar- 
guments before Judge Hitchcock, laid 
stress upon the phraseology of che 
will of William J, Lemp. While he 
bequeathed everything to his wifs, 
the testator stated he had confidence 
she would remember the children and 
granddaughter, Marian, equitabl: in 
he~ will. 

According to counsel, the Court has 
the legal right to add to or subtract 
words in a will so that the meaning 
of the maker of the document can he 
properly construed. In this case it 
was claimed that Brewer Lemp’s ex- 
pression of confidence that his --'fe 
would remember children and gran.j- 
daughter was in the nature of a 
command. 

Judge Hitchcock held that the 
meaning of the brewer's brief will 
was so clear there was no occasion 
to either add or subtract words ‘o 
arrive at an inference. He sustained 
the demurrer at the close of the argu- 
ments,

J. Lemp Jr., Annte L. Konta, Louis F. 
Lemp, Charles A. Lemp and Mrs. Elsa 
J. Wright, children of William J. Lemp.

BEING WATCHED 


Mrs. Lotta Rosenfelder Had Re- 
| ceived Letters in Which Her 
Name Was Mispelled. 


(NVESTIGATION STILL ON 








Postal Authorities Have Not 
Asked Police Aid in Capturing 
Offender. 





Postoffice Inspector Reuter, assigned 
to investigate the sending of a box of 
poisoned candy to Mrs. Lotta Rosen- 


felder of 1812 Coleman street, Said Sat- 
urday Mrs. Rosenfelder had given him 
the names of five or six women she 
might suspect of such an act. 

In the absence of any conclusive 
evidence, however, Reuter said he 
would let the case rest until the ex- 
citement had died down. 

The report of the chemist was re- 
ceived Thursday and was turned over to 
Postoffice Inspector Reuter. The In- 
spectors have two scurrilous postal cards 
on which to work. They were received 
by Mrs. Rosenfelder before the candy 
was received and are thought to have 
been sent by the same person who sent 
the candy. Information about trouble 
with neighbors has been furnished to the 
Inspectors by Mrs. Rosenfelder and 
clews are being followed. 

Each postal was addressed to “Mrs. 
Lottie Rosenfelder.’’ Mrs. Rosenfelder 
epells her name ‘‘Lotta.’”” The name was 
misspelled in the address on the candy 
box, as on the post cards. 

The local police department referred 
the investigation of the poison mystery 
to the Postoffice Department because 
the box of candy had been sent through 
the mails. 

The sender of the polsoned candy 
could have been better prosecuted under 
the Federal statutes than under the 
State laws in the event of his arrest, in 
the opinion of the police, and for that 
reason the case was turned over to the 
inspectors, 

The police department merely for- 
warded the box of candy to City Chem- 
ist Buckland for analysis. The analysis 
was made by Assistant Chemist Otto A. 
Daudt, who found that large quantities 
of bichloride of mercury had been in- 
serted in nearly every piece of candy 
in the box. 

A quantity test of one piece showed 
that it containued three grains of 
poison, enough to kill at least three 
persons. Daudt said he found poison in 
every plece of candy tested. The half- 
pound box contained about 30 pieces. 
The insertion of the poison in the 
candy had been done cleverly. 

Mrs. Rosenfelder told the police that 
she had received many anonymous let- 
ters; all addressed to her as “Lotta” 
Rosenberger. Her first name is spelled 
“Lottie,” and when the box of candy 
came in addressed in the same way as 
the letters her suspicions were aroused. 

She did not open the box, fearing 
that it might contain explosives. but 
took it to the police for investigation. 
The candy was a half pound box of 
assorted cameo chocolates, retailing 
for 2 cents. Two druggists in 
the immediate neighborhood of the 
Rosenfelder home sell cameo choco- 
lates. At Temm’s drug store, Grand 
avenue and North Market strc’t and at 
Josepn A. Fabra’s drug store, across 
the street, clerks said they had sold 
chocolates to severa\ people within the 
past few days, but could not recall 
the names of the purchasers. 

Fabra said that he had not sold any 
bichloride of mercury to any person, 
except upon a physician’s prescription. 
It was never sold in quantities over the 
counter, he said. A _ grain of the 
poison would be a fatal dose, accord- 
ing to Fabra. 

City Chemist Buckland said bichloride 
of mercury was frequently used to pol-' 
son bugs and insects, and that it was 
rather extensively sold for that purpose. 
For that reason, he said, it was not a 


difficult drug to buy 
Mrs. Rosenfelder said she had been 


persecuted by her neighbors to such an 
extent during the last year that she 
had tried to sell her home so she could 
move away from the neighborhood. Aft- 
er she learned that the box of candy 
contained poison she was almost pros- 
trated. She said she was afraid she 
would be killed if she continued to live 
in the neighborhood. 

“T have tried to get along with my 
neighbors,” she said, ‘‘but I have been 
annoyed so much that recently I had to 
appeal to the police for protection.”

The danger zone in the Mississippi 
flood district moved southward this 
morning, but keenest attention was di- 
rected toward the Reelfoot Lake Coun- 
try, in Tennssee, which was inundated 
last night when the levee at Hickman, 
Ky., broke. Greatest anxiety centered 
in the question of life loss. 

In the 500 square miles of inundated 
country in Northwest Tennessee hun- 
dreds of persons were forced to flee. Two 
children are said to have been drowned 
in Lake County. Advices received from 
several places in the afflicted district 
indicate that practically all the farmers 
and villagers escaped. 

Two thousand Reelfoot refugees are 
at Tiptonville and Ridgeley. They have 
been provided with shelter and the State 
has been asked to send them food.and 
clothing. Rescue parties have set out! 
in boats to bring in persons marooned 
on housetops and rafts. 

The greatest pecuniary loss has been 
in cattle. Many farmhouses are under 
water, but the loss from this source wil! 
not mount high. There were no crops 
in the fields and planting had not been 
begun. The situation In the lower Mis- 
sissipp! Valley continues serious. The 
flood strain was relieved somewhat by 
the levee’s break at Hickman, but much 
of the water now flooding the Reelfoot 
Country eVentually will get back imto 
the river.

Five 
heuses were burned. There was no way 
to fight fire, as fire plugs and water 
mains are under 15 feet of water. The 
houses were owned by Marion Provow 
and valued at $3500. 

Where the Government levee broke 
last night, the gap is now 600 feet wide 
and water is still rushing in with ter- 
rific force, sweeping houses and trees 
before it. The district protected by this 
levee is 10 miles wide and 50 miles long, 
making 500 square miles, and the dam- 
age done will reach into hundreds of 
thousands of dellars. 

Several small towns protected by this 
levee have been built since the lévee was 
built and they will suffer serious loss of 
property. There are many. people still 
living behind the levee, and relief boats 
are being sent out.

The Post-Disputch correspondent has 
peén advised by several members of the 
committee that before they will be 
willing to unseat Catlin, they must be 
convinced that he did have actual 
knowledge that his father and Daniel 
Kirby were spending money in his be- 
half and, furthermore, that the expendi- 
ture of this money was done in such a 
mafiner that it actually turned enough 
votes to win the fight. 

Barrett based his fight on three major 
pbdints—on any one of which, he argued, 
Catlin should be ousted from the House. 
They were: First, that the use of 
more than the amount of money which 
the law allows the candidate to spend 
in the election was fatal; second, that 
Theron Catlin had knowledge of the 
uee of this money and therefore ag- 
graévated the case against himself, and, 
third; that this money was used cor- 
ruptly, which in itself was cause for 
his ftemoval. 

Barrett advised the committee that 


‘the record held ample proof of all these 


stateménts. 

Attorneys for Catlin denied the first 
charge as grounds for the removal of 
their client. They denied the second 
and third counts as false. They told 
the committee that Barrett had so con- 
tortéd the record, in his version of it, 
that a perusal of the evidence would 
prove that he was entirely wrong. 

Statements Cited, 

In*summing up Catlin’s defense, At- 
torney Newton said: ‘‘The first question 
asiring is: Has the State Legislature the 
right to pass such a law regulating con- 
gressional elections, or is authority to 
pass sich a law vested in Congress? 

“Did the Legislature of Missouri, by 
thé language used in said Section 6046, 
intend to prohibit any candidate for 
Congress in said district frer. expending 
or causing to be expended out of his 
own personal funds more than $662, while 
it permitted cengressiona!l committee or 
private individuals of either party to 
expend such amounts as they deemed 
necessary and proper in conducting the 
campaign? Or, did it intend to limit 
the entire expenditure of the campaign, 
including both the primary and the gen- 
éral elections, either by the candidate, 
ou* of his own personal funds, or by 
any other person or persons in his be- 
half, with or without his knowledge or 
eorisent, to the total sum of $662? 


Statement on File. 


“If the former construction is the con- 
struction intended by the Legislature, 
then cdntestee has complied with the 
provisions of said section, as shown by 
hig statement on file with the Record- 
er of Deeds of the city of St. Louis. 

“If, on tne other hand, the latter con- 
struction is the construction intended by

Governor Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey, started early in a special train 
from Pecria and before the day is over 
expects to deliver a dozen speeches at 
different points winding up in Chicago. 

Roosevelt Enters the State. 

Former President Roosevelt entered 
the State early from the East and at 
once took a special train which is to 
carry him through Rockford, Freeport, 
Dickson, La Salle, Pontiac ‘and Bloom- 
ington. At night Col. Roosevelt will ad- 
dress a mass meeting at Springfield 
and will spend Sunday in that city. 
Monday he will start eastward, speak- 
ing at Danville, home of former Speak- 
er of the House Joseph G. Cannon, en 
route. 

President Taft's managers have plan- 
ned to send speakers into practically 
every congressional district of the State 
today and Monday. 

Among those who are to advocate the 
President's S cause are Secretary of Agri- 
culture ‘ James Wilson, United States 
Senator C. E. Townsend of Michigan, 
Cengressmen E. W. Martin of South Da- 
kota, P. P. Campbell of Kansas and for- 
mer Gov.

Noted Woman Tells City Club 
Suffrage Campaign Will 
Surely Win. 


Women will never get the suffrage 
until they get among the men and 
work to obtain it, whether the men 
think them ladylike or not, Miss Jane 
Addams of Hull House, Chicago, told 
members of the City Club at luncheon 
Saturday. 

“Tt is not a question of being lady- 
like,” said Miss Addams, who is the 
foremost of social settlement workers 
in the United Statés, and who recently 
became a suffrage campaigner. ‘The 
women of this country are going about 
the work of getting the suffrage in the 
way that they must do, if they expect 
ever to win it. 

“They are not using all the methods 
of the English suffragettes, for their 
way is not the American way. But in 
time this country will have equal suf- 
frage. 

“A large part of public revenue today 
is spent upon institutions for the care 
of the sick, unfortunate and orphans. 
This work is especially the province of 
women, and women should have the 
vote, that she may use her judgment 
on questions connected with the man- 
agement of these institutions. 

“Five states have given the ballot to 
women, and in six states campaigns for 
suffrage are in progress. In Chicago 
Tuesday 1400 women will be stationed 
at the polling places in the interest of 
equal suffrage, and we are going to 
win there.” 

Miss Addams expects to tour Michigan 
in an automobile in the interest of the 
‘Votes for Women’’ movement.

Not only do Mayor Kreismann and President 
Reber commend fhe citizen movement as an ef- 
fective method of bringing the force of public 
opinion to bear on the Assembly, but the heads 
of civic and business organizations indorse the 
suggestion and proffer co-operation. 

Isaac’ H. Sawyer, president of the Manufactur- 
Association and the Advertising Men’s 
League, urging the completion of the bridge, 
said: “I am sure that our organizations will co- 
operate with the Associated Retailers and other 
bodies in trying to advance the construction of 
the bridge.” 

Rolla Wells, president of the Business Men’s 
League, said: “Our organization will co-operate 
to the fullest extent with the Associated Re- 
tailers to get results.” 

Christian Bernet, president of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, said: “The bridge ought to be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. * * * Our repre- 
sentatives in the Assembly ought to give us ac- 
tion.” 

A. S. Werremeyer, president of the North St. 
Louis Business Men’s Association, spoke of his 
organization’s persistent efforts to get action on 
the bridge, and said: “I am heartily in favor of 
the Post-Dispatch’s idea.” 

There is no doubt of public opinion on this 
question. It is unanimous from Baden to Ca- 
rondelet and from the river to the city limits, 
in favor of immediate action and the earliest 
possible completion of the bridge. The people 
are insistent. They have lost patience over de- 
lays. No member of the Assembly can have any 
doubt of the attitude of his constituency. 

The responsibility for delay rests wholly upon 
the Municipal Assembly. An approach has been 
planned by the Board of Public Improvements. 
It has been approved by advisory engineers as 
the best and cheapest approach that can be de- 
vised. There is a question of the bottling of the 
bridge by the Terminal. The truth or falsity 
of the charge should easily be determined and 
if there is a foundation for it a remedy found. 
The judgment of the city’s engineer, while not 
conclusive, perhaps, on points involving railroad 
politics, is the best that the city can obtain. 
When it is supported by competent unofficial 
engineers it cannot lightly be rejected. Unless 
the Municipal Assembly finds a substantial ob- 
jection to the official plan or devises a better, 
the official plan should be adopted. 

But action is imperative. The uncompleted 
bridge is a disgrace to St. Louis. Delay deprives 
the city of the benefits of a strueture for which 
the people have voted $3,500,000. 
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An Assuan dam somewhere in the Mississippi 
would not only.be a very useful thing just now, 
but might fulfill:dmportant purposes in a later 
season of summer drouth.
